Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
yesterday agreed that the Knesset 
hold a full debate on the events in 
Pit'hat Rafiah, “because of the 
gravity of the problem, from both 
the political and the human 
aspects.” 

This was his one-sentence reply 
to four motions for the agenda, 
presented by Mordechai Virshubski 
(Shinui), Yosef Sand (Alignment). 
Charlie Biton (Democratic Front), 
and Hanan Porat (Tehiya). 

Porat declared that the Rafiah 
settlements would not be dis- 
mantled, saying “That will never 
come to pass!” He said that “Knes- 
set Yisrael” (the People of Israel) 
would abolish the decision to 
evacuate the settlements, 
presumably by referendum. 

Elazar Granot (Alignment- 
Mapam) successfully moved that 
Porat's motion be struck from the 
agenda. After gaining the right to 
return to Kfar Etzjon, why didn't 
Porat stay there and work there in- 
stead of leading a group of violators 
of the law, he asked.

Percy sees ‘new spirit’ in relations

Sen. Charles Percy, chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, yesterday predicted “a new 
spirit, a new beginning," in US.- 
Israeli relations that would end the 
crisis brought on by Israel's annexa- 
tion of the Golan Heights. 

After a three-hour meeting with 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin. 
Percy said he had cleared up some 
misunderstandings, though he in- 
dicated continuing disapproval ot 
the Golan annexation. 

He said the talks with Begin had 
focused on Lebanon, the Golan 
Law and the autonomy negotia- 
tions. 

The premier's spokesman would 
not add to this, explaining that no 
details of the conversation could be 
published before the senator had 
reported back to President Ronald 
Reagan. Percy had made it clear to 
Begin that he would report directly 
back to the president. 

The Illinois Republican has been 
a. key critic of Israel in the Senate, 
and the government here regarded 
his visit at this time as an important 
indicator of the two countries' 
resolve to ease the current tension 
between them. 

The New York Daily News, in a 
-report yesterday based on 
“American Jewish sources,” said 
that Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig planned to visit Israel in late 
January or early February in an ef- 
fort to improve relations. But the 
Foreign Ministry in Jerusalem said 
it had no knowledge of this. 

Earlier yesterday Percy toured 
the northern border, escorted by 
Deputy Foreign Minister Yehuda 
Ben-Meir, and made a point ol 
stressing the Saudis’ role in achiev- 
ing the six-month-old cease-fire in 
the region. 

He noted that he would be "with 
the royal family in Saudi Arabia in a 
week or 10 days." "They were in- 
strumental and used their influence 
lo bring about the cease-fire with 
the PLO. What should I report to 
them as to the observance of the 
cease-fire by the PLO in this par- 
ticular area at this lime?” he asked. 

A senior IDF officer responded 
that the PLO was busily reinforcing

its positions in South Lebanon, es- 
pecially with artillery and rocket- 
launchers, and was periodically at- 
tacking Maj. Sa'ad Haddad's Chris- 
tian forces. 

Ben-Meir for his part took sharp 
issue with Percy's attribution to the 
Saudis of a key role in obtaining the 
cease-fire. The Saudis had merely 
sought to exploit and profit from the 
cease-fire which had been brought 
about by the IDFs punishing bom- 
bardment of the PLO, Ben-Meir 
told accompanying newsmen. . 

The PLO had been on the point 
of collapse when the hostilities 


ceased, he added. “The Saudis, as is 
their wont, tried to profit from the 
cease-fire.„They put themselves in 
the picture lo make an impression 
on the U.S.” 

Ben-Meir said this was the 
government's position. But 
observers recalled that Begin 
himself had acknowledged during 
the summer negotiations that the 
Saudis were playing a positive role 
in achieving the cessation of 
hostitilities.

Sharon pledges ‘3 vital reforms’

Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
promised yesterday that by the end 
of 1982 he will have seen through 
three “essential" reforms in his 
ministry and in the IDF. He also 
said that he wants to resume talks 
with the works committee in his 
ministry. 

Speaking in the Knesset, Sharon 
said that the reforms are similar to 
changes that the late Levi Eshkol 
tried unsuccessfully to introduce in 
1966, when he was prime minister 
and defence minister. 

The first reform Sharon intends 
to complete by the end of next year 
deals with the upper echelons of the 
Defence Ministry and the IDF; the 
second with defence industries and 
export; and the third with the 
organization and structure of the 
IDF. Sharon did not elaborate or 
give any details about die nature of 
the reforms. 

The minister was replying to 
three motions for the agenda on 
changes in the structure or the 
Defence Ministry, presented by 
Mordechai Gur (Alignment), Yuval 
Ne'eman (Tehiya), and Ronnie 
Mflo (Likud). The motions were 


referred to the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. 

Gur said that Sharon is trying to 
strike at workers’ rights while ex- 
ploiting the security situation in 
order to blame the workers with en- 
dangering state security. Perhaps it 
was the other way round, Gur 
thought: maybe the minister was 
willing to harm state security in 
order to advance his plans to con- 
centrate more power in his own 
hands. 


Ne'eman said that the defence 
minister has no advisory forum, 
.parallel to the general staff, to serve 
as a sounding-board for his 
proposals, and that such a body 
should be established. 

Sharon said that “billions oi 
shekels” had already been pared 
from the budget in the defence es- 
tablishment. The unification of the 
Defence Ministry missions in 
Europe and the U.S., he said, giving 
one example of economies, would 
save 1S75 million — he did not say 
over what period. 

That sum, he said, could provide 
100 shelters in school buildings, or 
23,000 155mm. artillery shells, or 
800 Kfir flight hours. 


While yesterday's Knesset debate 
was in progress, hundreds of 
defence workers walked off their 
jobs early in protest against 
Sharon's reorganization plan. This 
is the third consecutive week of 
labour unrest at the ministry, and 
yesterday afternoon, a spokesman 
for the workers said that a full-scale 
strike was possible. 

At noon yesterday, all defence 
workers in the country stopped 
work for a symbolic one minute. It 
was also reported last night that 
other labour unions in the country 
will meet today to discuss their at- 
titudes towards the labour dispute 
at the Defence Ministry. It is possi- 
ble that a nationwide solidarity 
strike, probably symbolic in nature, 
will be declared. 

Meanwhile, it was announced 
yesterday that Dr. Ben-Zion Navch 
has agreed to be the new head of the 
joint IDF-Defence Ministry 
research and development office 
created under Sharon’s reorganiza- 
tion plan. Naveh served until now as 
the head of Rafael, the weapons 
development authority. He is the 
only civilian appointed by Sharon to 
head any one of the three new divi- 
sions created by him last Sunday. 


Syria, Saudis agree 
to reconvene summit

Syria and Saudi Arabia have 
reportedly agreed on the need to 
reconvene the Arab Summit — ad- 
journed in Fez last month — in 
order to arrive at a united Arab 
stand of the Golan Law, as well as 
on the controversial Saudi Middle 
East peace plan. 

The Associated Press, in a dis- 
patch from Damascus, quoted .un- 
named sources in the Syrian capital 
as saying .that this was one of the 


main achievements of Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad's just-concluded 
tour of the Arabian Peninsula — in 
which he tried to drum up a pan- 
Arab united stand against Israel's 
action on the Golan. 

Assad is reported to have reached 
agreement with Saudi Crown Prince 
Fahd — author of the eight-point 
peace plan which Syria has so far 
opposed because of what it sees as 
its’ implicit recognition erf Israel — 
that Arab foreign ministers would

Syria involved 
in Beirut blasts

The weekly, ol-W atari al-Arabi. 
claimed that Syrian intelligence 
operatives serving with the large oc- 
cupation force in Lebanon have ac- 
tually taken part in several of the 

bombings. . 

Other bombings the paper claims, 
including the embassy blasi^ in 
which more than 40 people died, 
were carried out by pro-Syrian, or 
pro-Iranian groups' 


Daring bank robbers 
smash through window 


G ED ERA (Itim). — Three men 
drove a stolen Mercedes through 
the plate-glass window of the Bank 
Hapoalim branch here, jumped out 
of the car, fired two warning shots 
from an Uzi submachine gun and 
managed to make off with 1S80.000 
in cash gathered from the cash 
drawers of the startled tellers. 

Eyewitnesses said that the car sm- 
ashed through the front window of 
the bank at 6 p.m. The tellers, who 
were busy counting the day’s 
receipts, put up no resistance after 
one of the men fired shots in the air 
and demanded all the cash. 

Police have opened an intensive 
search for the car in the area's many 
orange groves. ■ The car, bearing 
foreign number plates, was stolen 
from Rehovot last week, they said. 


Egypt-U.S. atom pact 


CAIRO (UP1). — Egypt and the 
U.S. yesterday put into effect a 
bilateral agreement for cooperation 
in the peaceful use of nuclear 
energy -by exchanging instruments 
of ratification. 

Under the agreement signed in 
Washington last June, the US. will 
provide enough low-enriched 
uranium to reproduce an electrical 
generating capaciLy of 2,000 
megawatts. In addition, private US. 
firms will provide Egypt with the 
equipment needed for 1,000 
megawatt generators. 

The ratification documents were 
exchanged at a Foreign Ministry 
ceremony by Foreign Minister 
Kamal Hassan Ali and US. Ambas- 
sador Alfred Atherton.

Reagan imposes 7 sanctions 


U.S. punishes 
Moscow for 


role in Poland 


WASHINGTON. — President 
Ronald Reagan yesterday 
ordered a seven-point program- 
me of economic actions against 
the Soviet Union for what he 
said was its role in the Polish 
military crackdown. 

The actions announced in a state- 
ment include suspension of licences 
for U.S. equipment which was to 
have been used in construction of a 
pipeline for carrying Soviet natural 
gas to Western Europe. 

Reagan, in a statement being 
released simultaneously in 
Washington and in California where 
he is on holiday, said Soviet leaders 
for many months had publicly and 
privately demanded the military 
crackdown in Poland. 

“They now openly endorse the 
suppression which has ensued,” he 
said. 

Noting his appeal last week to 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
that baric human rights be restored 
in Poland, the president said: 

“The repression in Poland con- 
tinues, and President Brezhnev has 
responded in a manner which 
makes it clear the Soviet Union 
does not understand the seriousness 
of our concern, and its obligations 
under both the Helsinki Final Act 
and the United Nations Charter."

U.S. government should put an end 
lo interference in the internal affairs 
of a sovereign state — the Polish 
People’s Republic — which has 
been continuing in various forms, 
oven and covert, for a long time 
now."

Pentagon seeks to increase 
arms credits for Israel 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Despite a 
rift between the U.S. and-Israel over 
the Golan Heights, the Pentagon 
has proposed increasing arms sales 
credits for Israel in the year beginn- 
ing October I, 1982. 

Administration sources said 
yesterday that the Pentagon has 
recommended 51.7b. in such arms 
credits in the fiscal year 1983. This 
would represent a boost of about 
5300m. ovist this year’s total. 

Israel had sought Si. 9b., said the 
sources, who declined to be iden- 
tified. 

The 51.7b. figure was decided in 
the Pentagon before the blow-up 
over the Golan. 

The prevailing Pentagon view op- 
posed punishing Israel by with- 
holding arms aid, said one source, 
although a few defence officials 
wanted to be “a little tougher." 

“It would be very dangerous if 
there was a polarization separating 
the United States and Israel,” the 
source said. “They might refuse to 
pull out of the Sinai by next April, 
and I have not seen anyone who 
would want to push them that way.” 

Even while announcing the 
suspension of the lsraeii-U.S. 
security cooperation agreement on 


December 18. a Defence Depart- 
ment spokesman stressed that the 
U.S. “continues to be strongly com- 
mitted to Israel’s security.” 
Defence officials said the 
proposed $I.7b. is “not a great 
amount considering the size of the 
force the Israelis must maintain and 
the cruel inflation suffered by 
Israel." 


These officials said that, while 
Israelis “could beat any combina- 
tion of Arab forces.” the Arab ar- 
mies and air forces are steadily 
improving and it would be a serious 
mistake on the part of the U.S. to al- 
low Israeli weaponry to become ob- 
solete or to wear out. 


Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger has been outspoken in 
criticizing Israel's annexation of the 
Golan Heights, but Pentagon of- 
ficials said Weinberger is “pretty 
evenhanded." 

Israel sought SI. 9b. in arms 
credits during the late November 
meeting here between Weinberger 
and Defence Minister Ariel Sharon. 
Among other things, sources said, 
Israel sought four KC-135 jet tanker 
planes to refuel fighters, but this re- 
quest has noL been approved.

Agudat Yisrael’ s veteran sage 
Rabbi Eliezer Shach charged last 
night that the Golan annexation had 
endangered the survival of the 
Jewish People by wantonly provok- 
ing the gentile nations. 

“It may perhaps have benefited 
the State of Israel — but it jeopar- 
dized the survival of the People of 
Israel," the 83-year-old Bnei Brak 
rabbi asserted forcefully at the 
opening of World Aguda's ex- 
ecutive . meeting in Jerusalem. 
.“Mark my words: the existence of 
the People of Israel is not with the 
State of IsraeU.is not necessarily 
linked to the State of Israel.” 


The Golan annexation particular- 
ly endangered American Jewry 
because it could lead to a confron- 
tation between Israel and the U.S. 
government, Shach contended. 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
had been shortsighted in failing to 
take into account the possible 
repercussions of his action "twenty 
years hence,” 

“Do you think there couldn't be a 
Hitler in the U.S.? Or in England? 
Or in France? Do you think the goy 
there is a better goy (than the 
German goy)?—” 

Provoking the gentiles was “not 
the- Jewish way,” Shach said. The* 
“old Jew, the ma yeflis Jew, who 
danced to please the local Polish 


lord, “knew who the goy was — an 
evil man, murderer, robber and kil- 
ler. So he danced. And he was right. 
But in his heart he never forgot that 
the goy was basically a mad killer..." 

It was misguided for the Jews to- 
day, because they have their own 
sovereign state on par with the gen- 
tile states, to imagine that they 
could afford to act differently. 

Begin was “a dear man, with a 
positive attitude lo religion... We all 
honour and respect the dear prime 
minister. But he has grievously er- 
red.. .Who knows what heavy price 
we shall have to pay for his error.” 

Begin had told the U.S. ambas- 
sador that the People of Israel had 
lived 3,700 years without a strategic 
accord with the U.S. and it could 
live another 3,700 years without the 
accord. But by the same token, 
Shach declared, the People of Israel 
had lived for 2.000 years without the 
Golan Heights — and could con- 
tinue to live thus. 

Other Aguda leaders on the dais, 
among them veteran MKs Shlomo 
Lorincz and Menachem Porush. 
were visibly embarrassed by some 
of Shach's remarks. It was at 
Shach’s insistence that the four-man 
Aguda faction abstained in the . 
Knesset vote on the Golan annexa- 
tion vote, much to the chagrin of 
Prime Minister Begin.

the end of October. It was his se- 
cond meeting with Gromyko since 
presenting his credentials. 

The Soviet Union has said that 
martial law was necessary in Poland 
because the Solidarity trade union, 
backed by the U.S., was on the 
verge or a coup tf etat. 

Moscow has charged Washington 
with blatant interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of Poland, and con- 
demned especially harshly Reagan’s 
economic sanctions against the 
Polish military government. 

The official Novosti News 
Agency reiterated the charges and 
repeated that Poland will remain a 
socialist stale. 

"Taking into account the dis- 
astrous state of the- Polish economy, 
the new American embargo is 
designed to aggravate the situation 
in that country, especially in the 
field of food supplies.” Novosti said. 

"The latest American embaigo is 
an outrageous manifestation of 
economic blackmail, and it will 
hardly go down in history as an ex- 
ample of humanitarian practice." 

The agency also said the Soviet 
Union has learned it cannot depend 
on the U.S. as a trading partner, 
because Washington uses the trade 
weapon “as a means of influencing 
the home and foreign policy of its 
partners.” 

"Washington must realize that 
Poland will remain part of the 
socialist community.... that power 
politics wilh regard to the socialist 
countries have always failed,” it 
said.

Knesset unit votes yeshiva funds 

Labour MK laments 
socialist education

Labour MK A rye N eh am kin 
yesterday stole the show in the 
Knesset Finance Commiuee with 
some strong criticism of the 
"socialist education” he received. 
The committee approved a IS 240 
million allocation for religious in- 
stitutions and other Tore instruc- 
tion. 

Explaining the Labour faction's 
abstention on the allocation. 
Nehamkin said he favours tradition, 
but knows little about it because of 
his socialist education. Such educa- 
tion has led to "lawlessness” in 
Israel, he claimed. (This was the 
word quoted in the official an- 
nouncement, but some MKs pre- 
sent had Nehamkin saying “a 
breakdown in values.”) 

The moshav movement head's 
words caused visible delight among 
the Agudat Yisrael members pre- 
sent. but consternation in the Align- 
ment faction, which abstained on 
the vote after lengihy deliberation. 
MKs Mussa Harif (Labour) and 
Naftali Feder (Mapam) rejected 
Nehamkin's comments, and Adi 
Amorai (Labour) said that if the 
labour stream in education had not 
been abolished in the early years of 
the stale, Israel would look very dif- 
ferent today. 

In his statement, Nehamkin also 
said that Israel's best young people 
today are those who wear skullcaps, 
and he referred to the lack of 
military service among some 
religious men as a serious “penalty” 
imposed by their parents. Singled 


out for special praise were yeshivat 
hesder students who combine army 
service with Tora study. 

Mapam wanted to oppose the al-. 
location, which came in fulfillment 
of a coalition agreement clause 
between the Likud and Agudat 
Yisrael. Tn a press release, the 
Alignment junior partner called the 
money a "dubious political bribe.” 

But the Labour MKs, for their 
own political reasons, wanted to 
vote yes: they see the Aguda as a 
potential future coalition partner, 
and wanted to avoid angering its 
MKs. In the end, it was decided to 
compromise by abstaining. 

T o win the committee's approval, 
chairman Shlomo Lorincz, an 
Aguda man, agreed that the funds' 
use will be open to supervision by 
the state comptroller, and will be 
channelled through government 
ministries (primarily the Religious 
Affairs Ministry). The grants will 
be awarded according to existing 
criteria for aid to Tora institutions, 
he promised. 

After the meeting, Lorincz ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the vole, 
but admitted that he doubts the in- 
stitutions will receive any more 
funding during the current fiscal 
year, because of budget limitations. 

He said it is good that the 
Treasury is officially staling that the 
transfer is in accordance with the 
coalition agreement, because 
otherwise, Agudat Yisrael would be 
accused of receiving money under 
the table. He also noted that 
yeshivot receive much less than 
universities.ik 




Clal’s Haifa jeep factory 
gets temporary reprieve

plant in Tirat Carmel near Haifa 
will probably not be closed down, 
but half the employees may be dis- 
missed, the firm director told the 
Knesset Labour and Social Affairs 
Committee yesterday. 

An undertaking by Matmar, a 
subsidiary of Gal, to consider con- 
tinued production of jeeps and pos- 
sible retooling Tor other metal 
manufacturing satisfied chairman 
Menahem Porush of Agudat 
Yisrael. Earlier this month, Porush 
warned that if the directors did not 
consider the- case with an open 
mind, heWbtilH'-tfe (rilling' ftfjbina 
workers^ demonstration to protest 
the plant’s threatened closure. (In 
Haifa. Clal general manager 
Aharon Dovrat confirmed that the 
Matmar will stay open for now and 
seek alternative production pos- 


sibilities. Speaking to the committee 
session. Industry and Trade 
Minister Gideon Patt said that 
economically speaking, the plant 
should be closed, since budget cuts 
have eliminated most orders from 
its largest clients, the army and the 
police. 

But the problem, Patt said, is 
Mat mar’s 200 employees, and he 
vowed not to let the factory shut 
down until new jobs are found for 

them. The minister offered govern- 
ment help for this. 

Meanwhile, it has been learned 
that the police have been allocated 
IS20 million to purchase 100 Ford 
; Erica vehicles. They will be as- 
• sembled in Nazareth by 1983, but until 

then, part of the order is expected 
to be filled by importing the Ericas, 
according to Joe Buxbaum, owner 
of the Nazareth plant and half 
owner of Matmar’s factory. 


Adam Chisik, 55, Haifa union leader

HAIFA. — The country's one mil- 
lion dunam of forests are facing the 
hazards of adverse weather and 
timber thieves this winter. 

.. Mordechai Ben-Porat K the. chief 
of the Jewish National Fund's af- 
forestation department, told The 
Jerusalem Post that despite appeals 
to the. public, the placement o< 
more : guards and the aid of the 
Border Police, there have been 
many cases of damage caused by 
people, looking for firewood. 

- The poachers not only make off 
with timber already cut down for 
sale by the JNF, but they also cut 
down trees and branches on their 
own. “The long-term damage from 
indiscriminate felling and pruning is 
far beyond the loss of a few tons or 
wood, 1 ' he stressed. 

The poachers go after the wood 
either to save on fuel for their 
wood-burning stoves or to fuel the 
many: fireplaces installed by

homeowners for enjoyment, rather 
than- as a primary source of heat. - 
. Ben-Porat said wood-heating is 
not, in fact, much cheaper, “unless 
of course you steal the wood rather 
than pay for it.” 


The JNF sells fire wood from its 
forests at 1S700 a ton, and has 
opened special sales stations at its 
Kiryat Haim offices near Haifa: al 
Eshtaol near Beit Shemesh and nl 
the Gilead nursery in Beersheba.

Shoshan, 30, of Haifa, is charged 
with premeditated murder. Security 
was tight as he was escorted into the 
courtroqra^fdr a hearing on. his re- 
mand,-. which was extended until 
January II. i.. 

According to the charge sheet. 
.S.hqshan and a “second person’* 
(Whose name was not made public) 
drove to the cemetery on the even- 
ing of August 1 1 to prepare a grave 
for Tubol, whom they had already 
decided to murder in a “settling of 
accounts.” •• 

. The two went to the grave of an 
acquaintance who had been buried 


a week earlier and dug to a depth ol 
40 to 50 centimetres. 

Later, they met with Tubol.' who 
got into their car, and drove to an 
isolated spot near the municipal 
dump in Kiryat Ata, the court was 
told. 

There, the charge sheet said. 
Shoshan emptied several rounds of 
bullets into Tubors head, killing 
him instantly. The two then put the 
body in the trunk of the car. drove 
to the already-prepared grave, and 
buried Tobol. • 

Much of this information was 
provided b.y former state’s witness 
Avi Chen, who testified that he 
helped the two to bury Tubol. Chen 
was found dead soon after he was 
moved from prison to a police 
facility in Shfaram for his own 
protection after he turned state’s 
evidence. The cause of his death has 
not yet been determined.

A team of Israeli geologists seek- 
ing possible low-risk sites lor 
nuclear power plants or other major 
construction projects has concluded 
that the eighth-century Hisham 
Palace near Jericho was probably 
not destroyed by an earthquake, as 
archeologists and .historians have 
traditionally assumed. 

The reassessment by Prolessor 
laakov Karcz and Dr. Uri Kafri of 
the Geological Institute, published 
in the latest issue of the Israel Jour- 
nal of Earth-Sciences (VqL 30, No. i. 
1981), notes that all. of the old 
chronicles listing the damage and 
death loll caused by the earthquake 
of 746 CE failed to mention Jericho 
or the Hisham Palace at Khirbat 
Mafjar, one or the architectural 
splendours of the Unayyad dynasty. 
This lack of explicit reference, the 
geologists believe, indicates that 
while the earthquake may have af- 
fected the Jericho area, which is in 
the Syrio- African Rift, the damage 
it caused there was not Considerable 
or severe. 

The researchers, after carefully 
investigating the remains at the 
Hisham site, argue that “the 
geometry and distribution of struc- 
tural damage" that can now be seen 
are probably the result of “human 
activity" and natural building col- 
lapse since the eighth century, and 
should not be regarded as indicative 


of the ancient earthquake's inten- 
sity and kinematics. 

Karcz and Kafri suggest that “the 
• widespread deviation from rec- 
langularity’* (meaning asymmetry 
and misalignment) in the site’s 
structures “is the result ol the 
negligent surveying characteristic ol 
most Umayyad buildings.’’ 

The researchers point out that the 
paved courtyards and sidewalks at 
the palace have largely remained 
“undistorted.’’ a further indication 
of the absence of earthquake ac- 
tivity or the conjectured existence 
of “a horizontal fault across the 
site.’’- 

The researchers suggest that the 
interruption of the building at the 
palace was due to “geopolitical (ac- 
tors.’* They point out that the 
Caliph Hisham died in 743 CE. and 
that his successor Walid lbn-Yazzid 
was assassinated the follow ing year, 
precipitating the decline ol" the 
Umayyad dynasty. The shift of the 
centre of Moslem imperial power 
from (Umayyad) Damascus to 
(Abassid) Baghdad in 650 CE meant 
that around the lime of the earth- 
quake. Jericho became less attrac- 
tive as “an easily accessible winter 
recreation area” for Moslem poten- 
tates for political reasons, and that 
the need to complete the magnifi- 
cent palace at Jericho diminished. 

The palace, four kilometres north 
of Jericho, was commissioned by 
Caliph Hisham or his nephew.. 


TV ship operator charged with fraud 


TEL AVIV (ltim). — The operator 
of the pirate television ship Odelia. 
Paul Greenwald, was charged on 
several counts or fraud yesterday by 
the magistrates court here. 

. According to the charge sheet. 
Greenwald told the manager of the 
Reim matchmaking office in August 
1978 that he wouid soon be 
operating a television station and 
suggested producing a “matchmak- 
ing programme" for broadcast. The 
manager of Reim, David Gal, ex- 
pressed interest in the project and 
allowed Greenwald to interview 
several of his clients. 

When Gal went to reserve duty a 


short while later. Greenwald used 
the office's files to invite the clients 
for interviews, at which he 
presented hinself as a psychologist, 
the charge sheet continued. 

In November 1978. Greenwald 
opened his own matchmaking 
operation called Tivat Noah 
(Noah's Ark), using information and 
files he had stolen from Reim. the 
court was told. 

Greenwald yesterday requested 
the postponement of the case until 
next month, by which Lime he said 
he hopes to reach an agreement 
with Gal on withdrawing the 
charges. 


Cults are anti-woman, 
Haifa congress is told

.HAIFA. — “Women are not intel- 
lectual enough for schooling, since 
the female brain weighs only 900 
grams, while the male brain weighs 
weighs a full 1.8 kilos." 

“Women must not be allowed to 
look at men in their eyes: they 
should only stare at their feet, keep- 
ing a 60-cm. distance and talking 
only when absolutely necessary.’’ 

These words are not an incanta- 
tion from the Middle Ages, the 
Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations inter-religious coor- 
dinator Dr. Annette Daum said 
here yesterday. They constitute a 
basic rule of one of the world's most 
widespread modern religious cults, 
the Hare Krishna. 

Speaking at the Internationa! 
Interdisciplinary Congress on 
Women now taking place at Haifa 
University, Daum stressed that 
studying modern cults has con- 
sistently proved to be a very dif- 
ficult task. Hard statistical data is 
difficult to obtain because of their 
secretive nature, and they often 
provide deceptive .information to 
avoid thorough probing into their 
activities. 

“They are almost all controlled 


by male leaders who claim to 
have a special relationship with 
God. who select a male hierarchy." 
and seek to keep women at the most 
subservient status possible, she said. 

“There are an estimated two to 
three million followers in the U.5. 
alone, but we know those cults have 
spread throughout the continents — 
including Israel," she pointed out. 

“The life style associated with 
many of those groups means un- 
sanitary living conditions, malnutri- 
tion, insufficient sleep and 
overwork. Mothers and .babies die 
in childbirth, and women are often 
dented medical care." 

Also yesterday, Haifa University 
• Dr. Ofra Nevo lectured on the anti- 
feminine and anti-Arab bias in 
Israeli humour, concluding that 
there is a quite surprising similarity 
between ihem. Arabs and women 
alike, as low status group members, 
prefer non-aggressive humour, and 
use more self-aimed jokes. "A pos- 
sible explanation is that both groups' 
constitute minorities,” she ven- 
tured. 

' The congress will continue today 
with six symposia and 1 1 
workshops, on issues varying from 
-motherhood and risk taking to 
professional training for psy- 
chotherapists of women.

Karcz and Kafri point out that the

The Karcz and Kafri investigation 
or the seismic features of the 
Hisham Palace area was part of u 
wider national survey of historic 
sites allegedly hit by earthquakes, to 
determine whether these sites are 
suitable for contemporary major 
construction projects. . 


Ganish, 36. is suspected of using a 
foreign currency account — 
registered under the name of a West 
German front-man — to deposit 
large amounts of foreign currency- 
in Israel, and then draw the money- 
while abroad.

Among other uses of the account. 
Ben-Yosef said Ganish had drawn 
DMS5.000 in West Germany, with 
which he bought a Mercedes 
automobile. She asked the 
magistrate to order the remand ol 
both suspects, saying their release 
would jeopardize the completion ol 
the investigation. 

Ganish’s attorney. Assaf Caspi. 
argued that his client could not dis- 
rupt the investigation, since it has 
been going on for so long. Ganish 
was investigated by income tax and 
customs authorities in February and 
was held for seven days in July un- 
der suspicion of large-scale tax 
evasion. No charges were filed 
against him. 

Before the remand hearing. 
Ganish. a former partner of con- 
tractor Bezaiel Mizrahi, told 
reporters that police “just arrest 
me. The whole matter is connected 
to an event 10 months ago." H is at- 
' torney said Ganish is the kind ol 
person who arouses curiosity 
because of his success, “and that is 
why they arrest him all the time.”

Poland weighs using forced labour 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter). — Poland 
is considering introducing forced 
labour for unemployed men while 
martial law is in force. East Ger- 
many’s ADN news agency reported 
yesterday. 

. ADN said the Polish govern- 
ment's economic committee had 
discussed what it called the draft ol 
a resolution to introduce com- 


pulsory labour while army rule 
lasted. 

“It is to apply to all male persons 
between the ages of IS and 45 who 
.neither work nor study at present 
and cannot prove a source or in- 
come ” ADN said, quoting the of- 
ficial Polish news agency PAP. 

It did not say whether the move 
had been adopted or when it might 
be enforced. 

Meanwhile, ringleaders of a two- 
week occupation strike deep inside 


a Silesian coal mine were arTesied 
by Poland’s military authorities 
yesterday, Warsaw Radio reported. 

H made the announcement as 
travellers arriving in Vienna con- 
firmed official reports that most 
Poles returned to work on Monday 
after the Christmas break, ap- 
parently ignoring unde/ground ap- 
peals for passive resistance to 
military rule. 

But uncensored reports reaching 
western capitals suggested that 
many factory workers were going 
slow or upsetting assembly line 
routines. 

On the Baltic coast, a stronghold 
of the now-suspended independent 
union Solidarity, Polish radio con- 
ceded that the political and social 
situation was “still difficult,’' The 
radio said 12 leaders of the sit-in at 
the Piast pit near the Silesian mining 


and industrial centre of Katowice 
had been arrested on the military 
prosecutor’s orders less than a day 
after the strike ended. Authorities 
charged that the miners, who 
numbered about 900 when the oc- 
cupation finished, were held against 
their will by a small group ol 
“strong-arm men from Solidarity. 

Miners who were forced to strike 
by “terrorists’* would not be 
punished, the authorities said. 

Warsaw television had earlier 
reported the arrest or four strike 
leaders at the neighbouring 
Ziemowii mine, where a similar sit 
in ended on Christmas Eve. 

Also detained in the same region 
were seven organizers of a stoppage 
at the Katowice steel mill and two 
strike leaders at the Wujek mine, 
where seven persons died in clashes 
with security forces. 


Bonn, Nato still oppose punishing Poland 


BONN. — West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
yesterday reaffirmed his country's 
opposition to sanctions against 
Poland. 

In a statement on prospects for 
1982, Genscher called on the Soviet 
Union to respect the “Polish iden- 
tity" in what he said would be a 
fateful year for Europe. But he ad- 
vocated a strict policy of non- 
interference by the West in Polish 
affairs. 

As used in West Germany, the 
words “western non-interference” 
are code words for no sanctions. 

Genscher added that the Soviet 
Union “should not confuse the 
strict policy of non-interference by 
the West with indifference, and it 
should not misunderstand the 
reserve of the West as political ab- 
stinence.” 

He issued the statement as 
reports from Washington said U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan was 
preparing to announce new political 
and economic sanctions ‘against the 
Soviet Union. 

Sources in Bora yesterday said 
that a senior Polish government of- 
ficial will pay a one-day visit to West 
Germany today apparently to lobby 
against western economic sanctions. 

The sources, who asked not to be 
identified, said Deputy Prime 
Minister Mieczyslaw Rakowski 
would meet with Foreign Minister 
Genscher. 

Genscher yesterday telephoned 
his U.S., British. Belgian and Italian 
colleagues about the Polish crisis 
and informed sources said he was 
pressing for an early meeting ol 
Common Market foreign ministers. 

In Paris, meanwhile, the French 
foreign ministry denied that France 
blocked plans for such a meeting;-- 
which had been scheduled for today 
in London. A spokesman said that 
“practical problems’’ connected 
with Foreign Minister Claude 
Cheysson’s current tour of Greece. 
Ethiopia and Egypt made it impossi- 
ble for him to attend. 

In Brussels yesierday, diplomatic 
sources said that the NATO allies 


are not ready to follow Reagan’s 
hard line towards Moscow over 
Poland until a final judgement on 
the motives and intent tons of Polish 
leader General Wojciech Jaruzelski 
can be made. 

The North Atlantic Council is 
meeting today at the ambassadors' 
level to continue its coordinated as- 
sessment of the significance ol 17 
days of military rule in Warsaw. Bui 
there is no question of the 15- 
member alliance taking concrete 
steps on joint sanctions against 
Poland or the Soviet Union at this 
stage, the sources said. 

West European countries con- 
sider that Reagan will be partly 
bowing to pressures for action from 
powerful U.S. trade unions and the 
big Polish- American community if 
he announces a decision on U.S. 
sanctions against Moscow. 

Other West European countries 
agree that the West must increase 
its moral pressure on Warsaw and 
Moscow, but they remain reluctant 
to embark on sanctions, which 


could have profound effects on 
East-West relations, as long as the 
outcome of the Polish crisis remains 
unclear, the sources said. 

There is still a lot of guesswork in 
the analysis made on both sides ol 
the Atlantic on the role played by 
Moscow in the Polish military' 
takeover, the diplomatic sources 
said. While more hawkish American 
leaders tend to see Jaruzelski as a 
puppet manipulated by the 
Kremlin, a number of West Euro- 
peans think that his actions might 
have prevented a Soviet military in- 
tervention. 

They believe that a mixture of 
pressures and encouragements 
could spur him to renew some kind 
of dialogue with the church and the 
workers* movements, While hasty 
sanctions could have the opposite 
effect of hardening his stance, they 
said. They fear that sanctions 
against Moscow could precipitate 
an intervention, since the Kremlin 
would have nothing more to lose.

Warsaw resumes debt payment 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). — Poland 
has resumed making limited pay- 
ments of interest on its debts lo 
western commercial banks, an in- 
dication that it is trying to honour 
its financial obligations, banking 
sources said yesterday. 

The payments, were the first 
received by the banks since the 
declaration of martial law in Poland 
two and a half weeks ago. but were 
not enough to show whether Poland 
is capable of paying off all the in- 
terest on its 1981 debts as demanded 
by the banks. 


As a condition for rescheduling 
repayments^f some. 152.4 Mliotrol 
debt due4fcis year, -the banks have 
given Poland until the end of the 
year to pay off interest estimated at 
5450-500 million on the 1981 debt. 


The new interest payments were 
made by transferring small amounts 
of funds held on deposit in 
Frankfurt and New York banks to 


the leading banks for syndicated 
loans made to Poland, the sources 
said. 

The first repayments of interest 
were received on December 24. 
while a few more payments were 
believed to have been made this 
week, the sources said. 

Poland recendy asked banks for 
bridging finance of 5350m. lo meet 
the interest payments and thus clear 
the way for the rescheduling that 
would stave ofT the threat of Poland 
being declared in default on its 
loans. 

Some 23 banks which were ap- 
proached, in the immediate after- 
math of the f martial law declaration, 
for the 5350m. have individually re- 
jected the idea. 

But bankers said there was no 
hard evidence that the Soviet Union 
was behind the latest payments of 
interest by the Poles, despite hopes 
in banking circles that Moscow 
would step in.

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Khomeini urges 
Arab producers 
to use oil weapon 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Iran's religious 
leader Ayatollah Khomeini urged - 
Arab nations yesierday to use the 
oil weapon to throw off subser- 
vience to the superpowers. 

“Today, oil, th.c life vein of super- 
powers. is in the hands of super- 
powers." Khomeini told. devotees 
from Bakhtaran. “So why should 
they be under the (superpowers') 
command, a market for the United 
Stales and Soviet Union?” 
Khomeini, who has been urging 
Arab countries to quieten their op- 
position to Iran and instead unite 
against Israel, warned that “those 
who want to use the Islamic nations 
know the best way (to do ft), to 
cause differences among them.” 
Meanwhile, the Iranian parlia- 
ment ratified a bill changing the 
name of the official government 
news agency Pars to the Islamic 
Republic’s news agency. 


Gandhi: Pakistan 


not sole source 


of peril for India 


CALCUTTA (API. — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi said yester- 
day that India would strengthen 
itself militarily even if current 
moves towards a- non-aggression 
pact with Pakistan materialize. 

“The danger of aggression can be 
from anywhers...and not from 
Pakistan alone. We have to be ready 
to defend ourselves," she told a 
news conference at Calcutta. 

Gandhi was asked if conclusion 
of a no-war treaty with Pakistan, to 
be discussed next month, would 
prompt India to abandon plans for 
acquiring Mirage 2000 jets from 
France and other modern weapons. 

The Mirage purchase, estimated 
to cost more than S3 billion, has 
been pushed as a counter to U.S. 
plans to provide Pakislan with F-16 
planes and other advanced arms. 

Asked about danger to I ndia from 
sources other than Pakistan, the 
premier replied, “we have a long 
coastal line .and we do not know 
from where -the attack will come.” 

Indian officials in the past have 
described U.S. warships in the In- 
dian Ocean and China to the north 
as a potential threat to India. 


Italian premier rules out 
any deals with kidnappers 




ROME <AP). — Premier Giovanni 
Spadolini yesterday said that the 
Italian government would act w ith 
“inflexible firmness” in the case of 
kidnapped U.S. Brig.-Gen. James 
Dozier and would refuse to enter 
into arty negotiations with the Red 
Brigades terrorists. 

In a year-end news conference 
reviewing the achievements of his 
six-month-oid government, the 
premier said Italy had received the 
complete backing of the U.S. in its 
hard-line stand. * 

Asked whether he agreed with 
statements by , Italian President 
Sandro Peruni that Italian terrorism 
was manipulated from • abroad — 
perhaps by the Soviet- Union — 
Spadolini reiterated that the Italian 
Secret Service had succeeded in 
determining “some indications... 
which are incomplete.”

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Stop nuclear hemorrhaging, senator urges 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Senator 
William Proxmire proposed on 
Monday that the U.S. take the lead 
in developing an internaiionaJ force 
to deal with the aftermath of a 
nuclear explosion. 

“It is gruesome to contemplate 
but the truth is the international 
community is not prepared lo res- 
pond to a nuclear catastrophe.” 
Proxmire said in a news release.- 
“The greatest threat to mankind 
is ready access to nuclear weapons 
technology, and the United Slates 
simply is not doing enough to slop 
it.” 

He said International Atomic 
Energy Agency safeguards need lo 
be overhauled because inspection 
standards are inadequate to prevent 


the clandestine transfer of nuclear 
technology. 

He called for holding up ihe-sh ip- 
men r of advanced U.S. tactical air- 
craft to Pakistan until assurances 
are received that Pakistan will not 
develop a nuclear bomb. 

In addition, he said, the U.S. 
should “get tough” with allies who 
he said are quietly shipping nuclear 
technology lo interested countries. 

“Switzerland and West Germany 
are helping Argentina,” he said. 
“Italy is helping Traq. And countless 
small shipments of critical 
technology are occurring from 
France, Switzerland, Italy and West 
Germany which, in total, represent 
a hemorrhage of nuclear 
technology.”

Some. i2,ti00 - copies of -this directory are 
-being printed; 11,000 will be shipped abroad, 
with the remaining 1,000 being kept- here -for 
use by the local business community, and 
especially visitors. “We iare distributing them 
free, of course. But if a person is located in 
some really outlying community, where it is 
difficult to get one free at one of our distribu- 
tion points, he Can send us $6 and we will mail 
him one. v . 

Why is such a directory needed? 

Sachs, answers: It is a .sort of ‘Who’s Who’ 
of the country’s leading industrial firms (ex- 
cept diamonds, which are a highly 
specialized area). In one booklet, the foreign 
businessman, and of course the local one, has 
a list of the 100 leading companies. He knows 
with whom he can have solid commercial 
relations. 

The 100 are ranked by size, and the list in- 
cludes such essentia] basic data as: total sales 
for calendar year 1979 and, 1980, export sales 
volume, number of employees, chief 
operating executive, and parent company. 

“Dun’s 100” contains more than 100 com- 
panies, since it .also has a list of the 24 
runners-up, those companies which have a 
good chance of moving into the select group 
next year. Number one cm this list of 24, or 
number 101 in size if they were a continuation 
of the original list, is fCharoshet Kheymar 
Ltd., which makes building materials, and 
which is owned by Solel Boneh. Us total sales 
in 1980 were IS95m. and it is dwarfed by num- 
ber one in the real list,. which had skes of 
IS3.300m. in 1980. This company is Israel Air- 
craft Industries, which had exports of S320m.

in 1980. which far outranks all other com- 
panies of the original 100, Number two is 
Tadiran. with local sales of IS 1 .523m., and ex- 
ports of SI 09m.. followed by Tnuva Food In- 
dustries. w ith local sales of IS 1 .500m. but with 
onJ\ S3.5m. in exports. 

Other huge exporting companies include: 
Dead Sea Works. Negev Phosphates, both of 
which ship goods valued more than SlOOm. 
abroad: while exporters in the S50m. to 
SlOOm. category include: Oil Refineries. 
Polgat Woolen Industries: Makhteshim 
Chemical Worlds: Alliance Tire and Rub- 
bers: Haifa Chemicals, with Gadot 
Petrochemical Industries almost reaching this 
category , since it exported goods valued at 
S48.8m. in 1980. 

‘interestingly enough.” Sachs says, “these 
100 companies employ 108,500 workers, 
which is about one-third of all our industrial 
workers (not including the diamond workers). 
Their total sales in 1980 amounted to the 
equivalent of S5.4b. with their total exports 
amounting to S1.8b., and thus represent 34 
per cent of ibe industrial sales and 55 per cent 
of the industrial exports or Israel, (again ex- 
cluding diamonds.) 

Only 24 of the 100 are listed on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange: and of the 1 1 Israeli stocks 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange, only 
three appear on the list of the 100. (American 
Israeli Paper Mills Ltd.. Alliance Tire and 
Rubber, and Etz Lavud). 

Dun's 100 breaks the companies down into 
sectors: the public (or governmental): the 
labour cooperative: and the private sector. 

“Insofar as government-controlled firms 
are concerned, they relate primarily to 
defence, the exploitation of domestic natural 
resources or the refining of crude oil. all of 
which is imported,” the booklet notes. The 
importance of such public firms can be 
grasped by the fact that although they con- 
stitute only nine of the 100, four of them are 
among the six largest firms. These are the 
Israel Aircraft industries, which as noted, is 
the largest firm in Israel: the Oil Refineries, 
the Dead Sea Works, and the Negev 
Phosphates, are ranked fourth, fifth and sixth 
respectively. 

The entire nine firms employ one-quarter 
of the 108.500 industrial labour force, and 
their exports constituted 41 .2 per cent of total 
industrial exports (as always excluding dia- 
monds). 

Both number two and three firms belong to 
the Labour cooperative sector. Number two 
is Tnuva, and number three is Tadiran, which 
is owned 50 per cent by Koor Industries, the 
largest industrial holding and management 
company in Israel, consolidating some (00 in- 


dustrial corporations, about 100 commercial 
firms and some 50 management companies. 

Koor itself has 12 firms among the 100, plus 
half of Tadiran. and tihs a controlling interest 
in five other companies listed in the 100. 

All in all. 23 companies belonging to the 
labour cooperative section appear in the list 
of 100. They accounted for 21.8 per cent of 
overall sales achieved by Dun’s 100, and they 
represented 15.3 per cent of the exports. 

“Measured in terms of the Dun’s 100, the 
importance of private enterprise in Israel’s 
economy is seen in sharp relief,” says Sachs. 
“Fully 68 of the 100 are in the private sector, 
which represents 52.9 per cent of overall 
sales, 43.5 per cent or exports.” Although 
only 10 private firms appear among the top 
25. the private sector is larger in total sales, 
total export sales and total number of em- 
ployees. 

(Dun's 100 also notes that although Koor is 
by far the largest holding and management 
company in Israel. Clal Industries owns 
almost 100 companies, including all or part of 
seven listed in Dun's 100.) 

The largest number of companies listed, 23, 
are in the food processing branch, followed 
by 14 in metal products. 13 in chemicals and 
minerals. 12 in electrical and electronics, and 
10 in textiles. The other branches are building 
products, wood and paper products, animal 
feeds, pharmaceuticals, printing and 
publishing, rubber products and jewelry. 

The 10 largest exporters are: Israel Air- 
craft, Tadiran. Dead Sea Works; Negev 
Phosphates, Oil Refineries, Makhteshim, 

Haifa Chemicals, Polgat Woolen, Alliance 
Tire and Rubber, and Gadot Petrochemical. 

Interestingly enough, only one (Negev 
Phosphates) of the largest 10 exporters is 
listed among the 10 fastest growing com- 
panies in terms of sales in 1980. These 10 are: 
Koor Metals, Iscar Ltd., Koor Ceramic, Israel 
Steel Mills, Electrical and Mechanical Ser- 
vices (Mekorot Water), Scitex Corporation, 
Israel Petrochemicals, Negev Phosphates, 
Elscint. and Blue-Band Telma. 

“Next year.” says Sachs, “we aim to 
publish Dun's 300. This will include the 200 
largest industrial companies, and a selected 
number of the leaders in various fields, such 
as banking, transportation, advertising, 
tourism, insurance, building contractors, and 
so on. With a copy of “Dun's 300” in his 
hands, any businessman, local or foreign, will 
be able to get a comprehensive list of the out- 
standing leaders in the Israeli business 
world.”

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ISRAEL'S chemical industry is 
large — and growing. It was one of 
the earliest starters: Moshe 
Novomeisky launched the potash 
industry on the shores of the Dead 
Sea in the Twenties. 

Under the Mandate, the British 
extended a pipeline from Iraq's 
oilfields to Haifa port and built an 
oil refinery there. The pipeline has 
gone, but the refinery remains. The 
above two initiatives have yielded a 
proliferation of secondary in- 
dustries. 

- The most rapid development has 
taken place during the last 25 years. 
In 1955 chemical exports, including 
minerals, came to 57m. Now they 
stand at S900m.. despite various 
handicaps. Tyre sales face a reces- 
sion in the world's motor industry. 
The price of plastic and 
petrochemical products has 
tumbled, to the point of creating a 
crisis in the relevant enterprises. 

Output did in fact flag a little last 
year, but this is viewed as a short- 
term trend. All plans are for con- 
tinued growth. The potash market 
remains good, and money is being 
allocated for stepping up output at 
the Dead Sea Works in Sdom From 
the 1 .65m. tons recently achieved to 
2,1m. tons by the mid- Eighties. 

The Dead Sea is small. yeL con- 
tains a lot of minerals: 2b. tons of 
potassium chloride (it is estimated), 
lb. tons of magnesium bromide, 
22b. tons of magnesium chloride, 
12b. tons of sodium chloride. 

Israelis have not been slow in ex- 
ploiting these resources. Haifa 
Chemicals (a subsidiary of the 
refineries) makes among other 
things, potassium nitrate, an expen- 
sive and specialized fertilizer (free 
of chlorine) which is exported main- 
ly to the Western world. 

It used to be called salpetre, and 
was employed in Mesopotamia 
nearly two millennia before the 
Civil Era, to make glazes. By the 
!2Lh century (or our era) it had 


became a component of gun- 
powder. Today it does every kind ol 
job, from fertilizing the soil to pickl- 
ing foodstuffs. 

Potassium carbonate is produced 
in Electra-Chemical Industries 
(Frutarom). It was called alkali, in 
the olden days and was derived 
from the ashes of burnt plants. A 
distinction was later made between 
the ashes of land vegetation, which 
people called potash (from the large 
pots in which the solution was 
placed for evaporation), and the 
ashes of the sea plant which was cal- 
led soda. The British scientist Sir 
Humphry Davy latinized these 
names in the early I9th century io 
potassium and sodium. 

Magnesium oxide is produced by 
the Dead Sea Periclase Company 
for the manufacture of fire-resistant 
refractory bricks, used to line high- 
temperature ovens. A by-product 
made by processing the chlorine is 
hydrochloric acid, helpful in the 
treating of metals. 

Each chemical has a bewildering 
variety of uses. Chlorine, once con- 
fined to providing bleaching 
powder, now has a share in making 
ail sorts of chemical compounds. 
Bromine was originally the source 
of bromide as a medical sedative 
(“taking the salts"). Its most impor- 
tant function today is conversion 
into ethylene di-bromide, which 
removes the lead left by gasoline in 
engine cylinders. The Dead Sea 
Bromine Company mines the sub- 
stance and turns it inter alia into this 
supplementary “anti-knock" 
device. 


Bromine has so many other uses 
that a subsidiary called Bromine 
Compounds was started in Ramat 
Hovav near Beersheba to develop 
the various derivatives. DSBC is the 
world's largest bromine supplier, 
and has plans to increase output 
from 70,000 to 100,000 tons a year. 
Output of Bromine Compounds is 

60,000 tons. 


A big array of firms, factories and 
processes has mushroomed round 
the minerals found in the Dead Sea 
and the Negev. Potash we have 
spoken of. Phosphates are mined by 
the Negev Phosphate Company — 
they are the second key raw 
material within Israel's borders. 
Output has recently shot up from 
1.4m. to 3.2m. tons. 

T.he veteran Haifa company Fer- 
tilizers and Chemicals uses Dead 
Sea potash and, Negev phosphates 
to make fertilizers which it sells to 
farmers the w’orld over, enriching 
their soil and improving their crop. 

F. and C, manufactures sulphuric 
acid, which converts phosphate 
rock into superphosphates, to be 
used as fertilizer: The Rotem Com- 
pany in the Negev makes the same. 

Superphosphates are relatively 
weighty, and it is possible to con- 
trive a lighter plant food called 
triple-superphosphate (TSP). 2 1 pos- 
sesses a 45 per cent useful content, 
as against 20 per cent in ordinary 
superphosphate. 

The way to make TSP is to utilize, 
instead of sulphuric acid, 
phosphoric acid. Rotem does that, 
in fact it has stepped up the produc- 
tion of all three items: sulphuric 
acid by 500.000 tons, phosphoric 
acid by 120.000 tons and TSP by 

200.000 tons. 

Petroleum, processed at the 
Haifa Refinery, yields synthetic gas 
for ammonia. Carbon dioxide can 
be removed from the synthetic gas 
and reacted with ammonia to form 
urea, another excellent fertilizer, 
also valuable as an additive to 
animal feed. Urea is made by F. and 
C. The company makes ammonia 
and nitric acid, which together 
provide yet another important fer- 
tilizer, called ammonium nitrate. 

So much for Israel's inorganic 
chemical industries. The oil refining 
process provided the basis for the 
development of an organic 
chemical industry.

Israel's inorganic and organic chemical 
industries are growing rapidly, writes 
Economic Correspondent David Krivine.

There are in fact two refineries, 
one in Haifa and a newer one in 
Ashdod, capable of handling 
between them close to 10m. tons of 
fuel a year. They have cracking, 
reforming and de-sulphurizing in- 
stallations which supply feedstocks 
to the petrochemical industry. 

Haifa Refineries makes ethylene, 
Israel Petrochemicals makes 
polyethylene and polystyrene. 


Frutarom makes poly-vinyl- 
chloride or PVG All these are 
plastic materials. Plastics is com- 
posed of polymers, which are giant 
molecules. When heated, the sub- 
stance does nor melt but bends, 
which allows it to be “moulded;" it 
also does not con-ode. 

Expansion plans for three of the 
materials mentioned were com- 
pleted two years ago. raising the 



capacity to produce ethylene from 

25.000 to 155,000 tons, polyethylene 
• from 40,000 to 100,000 tons, and 

PVC from 25,000 to 90,000 tons. 

Unfortunately, other countries 
had the same idea, which makes the 
current recession in world trade 
doubly damaging. The refineries 
blame insufficient local demand. 
They say they only produce 85,000 
tons of ethylene; if they could sell 

130.000 tons, they would be in 
profit. 

Frutarom complains that r. ana 
C. is overcharging them for the 
ethylene it docs supply (compared 
with the abysmal level of world 
prices). Moreover, PVC is an 
energy-intensive product, requiring 
an enormous amount of electricity 
— which is very expensive nowa- 
days, due to the inflated cost of oil. 
The government subsidizes 
Frutarom’s electricity, but not 
enough to put the operation into the 
black, under present adverse 
economic conditions. 

We have mentioned synthesis gas 
produced at Haifa Refineries. Dor 
Chemicals makes it into methanol, 
often called wood alcohol, because 
it used to be distilled from wood. 
Some of the methanol is processed 
further to produce Formaldehyde. 
The company plans to start the 
production of parafbrmaldehyde, 
an amorphous polymer (4,000 tons a 
year). These materials are necessary 
in a variety of chemical manufactur- 
ing processes. 

Gadot concentrates on 
aromatics, a group of chemical 
compounds likewise derived from 
petroleum.. The term “aromatic" 
was applied a hundred years ago to 
a group of hydrocarbons that had a 
particularly strong smelL Gadot 
makes benzene, toluene and ox- 
ylene (BTX for short), which are in- 
puts for the paint, detergent, 
plastics and -artificial . fibres in- 
dustries.

Feeding great 


The food and drink firms are catering to 
hungry markets, Galina Vromen reports. 


OF THE companies that appear on 
Dun and Bradstreet's list of top .100 
Israeli enterprises, just over one- 
fifth are food and beverage firms. 

This accurately reflects the im- 
portance of food industries in 
Israel’s economy, where, they ac- 
count for one-fifth of industrial 
production or one billion dollars in 
export a year. 

Twenty-two firms out of the na- 
tion’s 1,200 food industry firms ap- 
pear on the D and B list.. Most-pf 
their export • is geared -for- Europe, 
which buys 75 per cent of all the 
food Israel sells abroad. Britain is 
the most important customer in this 
field, buying a full 30 per cent of our 
food exports. 

Israel's food industries are a 
natural outgrowth of its traditional- 
ly strong agricultural sector. Once 
based mostly on the growth, of 
citrus, Israeli agriculture in. recent 
years has undergone diversification 
in developing important markets for 
its avocadoes, strawberries, 
tomatoes, mangoes, melons, and 
peppers. 


Headway has been made in 
promoting the growth of a spice in- 
dustry, with over 56rn. invested in 
recent years to develop this new 
field. Exports of basil, raaijoram 
and oregano are now reaching Sim. 

Israel is also pioneering the rais- 
ing and marketing of exotic fruits 
such as seedless persimmons, 
anonas, kiwis, lichees, 
pomegranates, walnuts, ■ pecans, 
pistachio nuts and pomelos (large, 
melon-size citrus). 

Israel's fresh food produce totals 
about $6m. in export this year (the 
processed food market makes up 
for another S400m.) 

In great part, diversification has 
been prompted by stifT competition 
in Europe. The expected entry of 
Spain and Portugal into the Euro- 
pean Economic Community is likely 
to hurt Israel’s fresh citrus and 
tomato exporters. 

About ane-third of the average 
2.7 million tons of fruits and 
vegetables raised each year are used 
by the food processing industry. Ex- 
ports of preserved fruits and 
vegetables have more than doubled 


in the past few 'years,; with citrus- 
products leading the way: 

This too, is indicated by the D 
and B. list, where five of the top 100 
companies are involved mainly in - 
citrus processing. . 

Yakhin Canning (No.58). which 
controls about a fifth of Israel's 
citrus plantations, heads the Kst of 
citrus companies. 

It boasts an important plant for 
processing pectin, a gelling agent 
made of citrus peels and used for 
.producing phaquaceuticals, .jams 
and ice cream.— ' : ■ 

Citrus processing firms have been 
getting increasingly sophisticated in 
the products they turn out. To some 
extent, this has been due to com- 
petition from Brazil on the Euro- 
pean market. 

Finns that once produced juices, - 
have expanded and now export fruit . 
slices, concentrates and com- 
minutes, used as a base by the soft 
drink industry. 

Israeli concentrates are generally : 
considered more aromatic than 1 
Brazil's due to the type of oranges^ 
grown here. They also have a dif- 
ferent consistency, according to in-’ : 
dustry sources. Foreign food in- • 
dustries often choose to combine 
Brazilian and Israeli citrus bases for 
best results. 

Pardess Citrus products (No. 75) 
has Invested SI. 5m; in the past year ' 
at its Yavneh factory to expand its 
processing of peel products, the 
firm’s chief executive. 

Other types of food processing ' 
plants are growing as well. Several ' 
Arms that appear on the. List’ as well 
as a number that do not, have been 
making efforts to expand in the 
frozen food market. 

Osera Food Industries (No. 33) 
and Elite (No.19 ind 50) have ' 
teamed up with Sunfrost to set up a 
pilot factory for frosen baked goods 
such as pizzas and TV dinners. The 
project currently at S unfrost’s 
Herzliya factory is expected to 
move to Ashdod. 

Koor Foods is also planning a 
new frozen food line, expected to be * 
ready by the end of 1982.- The new 
fine of frozen corn, peas, carrots, - 
and fruits, will be part of the pri- . 
Hagalil factory in Hazor.

THAT Israel's high technology 
firmsTiave had a tremendous impact 
on world, markets is due in great 
part to the ingenuity of its people. It 
has been proven repeatedly that 
Israel's “human resources" have a 
remarkable capability for in- 
novative research and development, 
and the ability to translate this 
potential into advanced technology 
and . forward-looking financial 
policy. 

High technology industries here 
have focussed on the development 
of chemical products, electronic in- 
strumentation, and the application 
of computer technologies in specific 
areas — such as medical instrumen- 
tation and image manipulation. 
Recently, several new ventures 
have been launched in the field of 
bio-engineering end its related 
.technologies. This is in keeping with 


the trend of Israel's science-based 
industries to get in the field "on the 
ground floor" wherever possible. 

A prime example of how the 
national strength is actually realized 
is Scitex Corp., Ltd., designer, 
manufacturer, and marketer of 
computer graphics systems for 
colour prepress automation. Scitex 
offers an exciting product line, ex- 
cellent sales and profits, aggressive 
management and a good Wall Street 
record. 

In this year's third quarter report, 
the corporation announced that 
consolidated net sales rose to 
S24,315,310 during the first nine 
months of 1981, compared with 
514,836,922 in the corresponding 
period last year. Net income for the 
first nine months reached $3,2- 
20,798 or $0.66 per share, as com- 
pared with $857,370 or S0.25 per

4,90 2,760 compared with 3,411.872 
in the same 1980 period. 

Scitex was founded in 1968 by a 
handful of scientists, and grew 
rapidly into its present, modern 
facilities in Herzliya. The stall is still 
made up mainly of scientists, 
engineers and technicians who are 
experts in fields ranging from 
printing and cartography to data 
processing and electronics. 

Scitex's computer aided design 
(CAD) systems use full colour raster 
format for pictorial image and 
graphic applications. These systems 
automate the prepress stage in com- 
mercial colour graphics reproduc- 
tion for printing magazines, 
catalogues, advertising material, 
flexible packaging materials and 
maps. 

The company's Response 300 
automates the prepress process us a 
whole. It runs pictures and text 
electronically through the entire 
spectrum of prepress work, in- 
cluding colour separation, colour 
correction and image assembly, 
finishing the production of impec- 
cable separation films with its Laser 
Plotter. The Response 300 uses ad- 
vanced electronics to increase 
labour productivity and reduce 
material consumption in a fraction 
of the conventional turn-around 
time. 


'this end. in the first nine months ol 
1981 its research, development and 
engineering expenses amounted to 
S2.S45.570. Much of this expense 
was incurred in completing the 
development of several new 
products which were introduced in 
September at major printing trade 
shows in Chicago and Tokvo. 

These included a new-, high- 
performance model, the Response 
350 system for large-scale users. It 
includes a newly designed interac- 
tive colour work station with the 
latest in digital performance, a new 
laser plotter output device, the 
ERAY. with greater accuracy and 
up to six times the speed of the laser 
plotter furnished with other 
Response systems. 

Other product introductions are 
the Response 310, an entry-level 
configuration that dramatically 
lowers the cost or colour prepress 
computerization: an alt digital, 
high-performance "Texta” typeset- 
ter; and the “Lynart" console, 
which is a low-cost monochromatic 
work station that offloads space 
pla'nning and line an editing tasks 
from the more expensive full-colour 
consoles. 

Scitex must be doing something 
right. The company recently 
received, four American orders 
worth over S4m. for the new 


products introduced in Chicago. 
Among the customers are 
Meredith/Burda of Lynchburg, 
Virginia — a major magazine 
publisher — and Parade 
Publications of King of Prussia. 
Pennsylvania. 

As the company's president, Efi 
Arazi says: "These new orders are a 
demonstration of Scitex's ability to 
sustain sales in the face of economic 
uncertainty in the Li.S. through our 
reputation for advanced graphic 
systems and product reliability.*' 

Elscint. Ltd., a Haifa-based com- 
pany specializing in advanced 
medical imaging, is another Israeli 
high-technology success story. The 
firm develops and manufacturers 
equipment in three main imaging 
fields: nuclear medicine, com- 
puterized tomography and 
ultrasound. 

The key to Elscint 's rapid growth 
has been the development of the 
CAT (computerized axial 
tomography) scanner. This is a 
diagnostic tool which uses a com- 
puter to record all the information 
accumulated from an x-ray scan- 
ner to produce pictures of the body 
which are superior to those ob- 
tained by ocher methods. 

The firm's origins date back to 
1962 and the establishment or Elron 
Electronics Industries, Ltd. From 
the very start it was headed by Dr. 
Avraham Suhami. who had been a 
Technion faculty member. With the 
acquisition last month of Pfizer

Medical Systems. Elscint is today 
the second-largest company in the- 
world in the field or medical 
diagnostic imaging systems 
(tomography). At present the com- 
pany has some 120 tomography 
scanners on the market: half ol 
these are in the US. and the other 
half in Europe. Elscint scanners are 
now second in sales in America and 
third in Europe. 

During the third quarter of 1981. 
which ended on September 30, Els- 
cint's sales were SI 5,676.000, com- 
pared with S 10,003.000 in the same 
quarter in 1980. Profits in the third 
quarter amounted to S2, 263.000 
compared with $1,144,000 in the 
5a me period in 1980. 

The firm's management believes 
that as the diagnostic usefulness of 
imaging techniques becomes 
clearer to practising physicians and 


the medical community at large, 
their use will become indispensable. 
To maintain its competitiveness, the 
company employs an unusually 
large R&D group of some 250 peo- 
ple. and devotes a significant part of 
its revenues to their work. 

Elseint's philosophy is that the 
most critical competitive factor is 
the quality of the image produced. 
Its range of products has already 
demonstrated that it has not only ac- 
complished this aim, but has done 
so at the lowest possible cost and 
with total reliability. Add this to a 
well-defined marketing strategy, a 
sophisticated management able to 
cope with change, access to world 
capital rparkets (Elscint is traded on 
the over-the-counter market in the 
US.) and a world-wide marketing 
organization, and you have all the 
elements for success. 
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Tadiran general manager Yigal 
Ne'eman. 

ISRAEL'S largest electronics in- 
dustry, Tadiran counts among froni- 
ranking .international manufac- 
turers ;in the fields of military 
electronics, tactical communication 
equipment and civilian telecom- 
munications — a status achieved 
from modest beginnings within a 
period of less than two decades. 
This rapid advance is the result of a 
consistent policy of expansion 
through diversification, develop- 
ment of capabilities and self- 
sufficiency. 

The company originated in 1961 
from the merger of two small 
manufacturing firms: Tadir (com- 
munication crystals components)

An 
outstanding product in this area is a 
sophisticated air reconnaissance 
system based on payload carrying 
remotely piloted miniature aircraft 
and having real-time processing and 
display facilities. The company an- 
ticipated the growing demand for 
large-scale multi disciplinary 
systems, by developing extensive 
capabilities in systems design and 
integration, as well as management 
of very large-scale projects.

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THE CONTRfB UTfON of the tex- 
tile and fashion industry to the 
national economy is witnessed by 
• the inclusion of no less than 10 Finns 
in these categories in Dun and 
Bradstreefs listing of Israel's top 
100 companies. 

No textile or fashion company in 
Israel has spread its wings as widely 
and as rapidly as Polgat. In the two 
decades which have passed since 
Israel's late financial genius Pinhas 
Sapir persuaded the Poliak family to 
set up a plant in Kiryat Gai, Polgat 
' has become one of Israel's in- 
dustrial legends, and today ranks 
seventh in Dun and Bradstreefs an- 
nual listing of Israel’s largest in- 
dustrial companies. 

A fully vertical and technology 
oriented conglomerate, Polgat spins 
its own yarns from - which it weaves 
and knits its own fabrics from which 
it manufactures its own ready-to- 
wear garments. 

The Polgat group includes Polgat 
Textile Mills, specializing in yarns 
and textiles; Bagir, manufacturing 
elegant tailored suits, blazers and 
slacks for men under the Bagir and 
Van Duke labels and skirts, slacks, 
blouses, jackets and co-ordinates 
under the Lady Bagir trademark; 
Ouman Lena knitwear, manufac- 
turers of a large range of men's and 
women’s lines; Beged-Or 81, 
producing high quality leatherwear 
and exquisite silk, woolen and cot- 
ton garments for sophisticated 
tastes; Jerulin Lingerie, designers 
and manufacturers of women's 
nightgowns and robes; Australian 
Wool Industries, making wool and 
synthetic tops; and Ligat, which in 
contrast to Bagir has an entirely 
casual range of active sportswear 
and leisurewear for men and 
women, and manufactures Lee 
Jeans under licence by America's 
HD Lee company. Ligat, inciden- 
tally, is number 100 in its own right 
in the D&B list. 

Polgat also has a chain of IS 
stores throughout Israel, which car- 
ry all the Polgat ready to wear lines. 
Hundreds of other shops stock 
Polgat knitting yams, textiles and 
finished goods. 

Diversification to meet market 
demand is one of the keys to the 
Polgat 'success story. Computerisa- 
tion is another. State-of-the-art 
technology plays an important role 
in Polgat's producton policy. Its 
production machinery is the most 
modern in the world, enabling ab- 
solute accuracy in pattern making, 
cutting and gracing. It also saves on 
time and manpower. 

Polgat’s total output encompasses 
almost every aspect of fashion. A 
.couple of years back, the company 
started an experimental line in 
better-class children's wear, but the 
market was not ready for mass 



produced, high priced junior 
ranges, and the idea was shelved un- 
til a more suitable time. Polgafs ex- 
• pansion is carefully planned and 
controlled, and the company never 
bites off more than it can chew. 

D&B lists Polgat’s combined 
sales Figures for 1980 as IS570m. In 
an official communique, Polgat 
itself claims the Figure to be IS7S0m. 
The discrepancy is less obvious in 
export Figures, which D&B quotes 
as S65m. and Polgat as 565.6m. 
Either way, the Figures are impres- 
sive and represent roughly 13 per 
cent of all Israel’s textile and 
fashion, exports including furs, un- 
derwear, camping equipment, 
_ leather, knitwear, ; footwear^ all 
forms of outerwear, yarns, fabrics 
and household textiles, 

In I980,"the textile, clothing and 
leather industries accounted for 9.2 
per cent of Israel's gross exports. 
10.S per cent of all industrial ex- 
ports and 15 per cent of industrial 
exports, excluding diamonds. 

Despite worldwide economic un- 
rest, Polgat’s combined sales, in- 
creased by 164 per cent, according 
to the company and 185 per cent in 
the D & B listing. Polgat's exports 
rose by 36 per cent. 

While other companies were lay- 
ing * off workers, Polgat's labour 
force increased from 4,000 in 1979 
to 5,100 in 1980; today the Figure is 
5,500. 

Polgat keeps on growing, partly 
because it buys out enterprises 
which have been financially mis- 
managed, and turns them into 
profitable ventures. -Polgat's 
business activities in development 
towns — namely the take-over of 
plants about to fold — have saved 
hundreds of jobs for workers who 
would have no other employment 
outlets, and who without Polgat, 
would become burdens to the 
government. Polgat is thereby con- 
tributing to the Treasury not only in 
taxes and foreign currency earnings, 
but also through saving the govern- 
ment the expenditure of unemploy- 
ment pensions.

A subsidiary of the 
giant CJal concern, Kitan, like 
Polgat, runs a fully vertical opera- 
tion, spinning, weaving,' knitting, 
dyeing and printing its own fabrics 
which are subsequently made up 
into bed linen and fashion items. 
Kitan's production plants weave 
and knit two million square metres 
of fabric each 'month. Sales of bed 
linen are way above those in fashion 
items, though not necessarily 
because one is better than the other. 
The Kitan fashion creations, which 
are becoming trendier from season 
to season, were well received by. 
European buyers last summer, but 
due to European currency devalua- 
tions, price haggling had a 
detrimental effect on sales. 

Some textile and fashon people 
advance the theory that snee bed 
linen is less of a fashion item than 
clothing, anyone with money to 
spare is buying up bed linen with an 
eye to future inflation. Most firms 
dealing in both textile and fashion 
products are achieving better sales 
in textiles than in fashions, fn 


Kitan's case, it is not only the price 
factor, but the ability to compete in 
quality with European manufac- 
turers, and to meet the special de- 
mands in size, texture and style of 
different markets, Kitan has been in 
the textile export business for much 
longer than it has been exporting 
fashion, and has an established 
market infrastructure which enables 
the company to weather hard times. 
Kitan Clothing Ltd., is in fact an af- 
filiate of Kitan Ltd.,- and produces 
nightwear and work clothes iii addi- 
tion to fashion garments. 

Kitan’s combined exports last 
year were $30m. (a Sim., variance 
with D&B which lists them at 
$29ro.J Sales turnover was IS337m. 

Ala’s placing on the list almost 
corresponds with the number of 
years in which the company has 
been operating: ranked ’45, Ata is 
only one number behind its age. 
One of the most veteran represen- 
tatives of Israel's textile and fashion 
industry, Ata has survived the in- 
dustrial traumas of strikes and in- 
sufficient capital. In its 46 years of 
existence, Ata has had many ups 
and downs, and' only in the early 
1970s did the company begin to reap 
large pre-tax profits; which con- 
tinued to soar till the end of the 
decade, when Ata again ran into 
trouble and faced the possibility of 
having' to give notice to 400 


employees.- In May this year, the 
company announced its intention to 
raise S4m. by issuing bonds to the 
public, and in July published a 
prospectus detailing a S4m. 
registered debenture. • 

. Founded as a family concerp in 
‘the pre-State era by the Muller 
family, who came to this country 
from Czechoslovakia, Ata’s control- 
ling interest was sold out in 1974 to 
a Swiss investor, who relinquished' 
his shares to the Eisenberg group in 
' 1979. 

While company investors have 
changed, the policy established by 
the Moller family, namely the con- 
trolling of all stages of development 
from spinning of the yam to the 
Finished ready-to-wear product, has 
more or less been maintained. In 
1965, Ata’s board of directors 
realized that they could not depend 
entirely on their own resources' if 
they wanted to compete. Produc- 
tion of their own fabrics was in 
some cases more costly than making 
up goods from imported fabrics. A 
decision was taken to supplement 
the company’s own textile output 
with impdrts. 

On the local market, both Ata 
and Kitan were favoured by con- 
sumers as manufacturers of low- 
priced, high-quality products, and 
many buyers were prepared to 
sacrifice fashion ability for the

and pollution. It also serves as a - 
warning system against breakdowns :

etty s mother, Russian-Jewish in 
origin, was a rather chaotic per- 
sonality, who kept her house in a 
terrible mess and who, like Etty’s 
younger brother, Mischa," stayed 
more than once hi a psychiatric 
clinic. In March 1941, when Etty 
begins her diary, she went to consult 
Julius Spier, the self-styled psy- 
chiatrist who was to become her 
great love, because she felt 
chaotic herself.

SPIER HAD a chequered career. 
He had been a singer, a banker and 
had studied for two years with Carl 
Jung in Switzerland. His main gift 
was his talent for chiromancy, hand- 
re ading, in which he had 
astonishing, even uncanny, skill. He 
had been married in Germany to a 
non -Jewish actress by whom he bad 
two children. They divorced in 
1935, after the introduction of the 
Nuremberg Laws. He later became 
engaged to a German Jewish girl, 
half his age. who managed to reach 
England in 1939, while he was stuck 
in Holland. 

Etty immediately fell madly in 
love with him. The main part of her 
diary, at least until the last few 
months, deals with her love for “S’\ 
as she calls Spier. To Etty this love 
is the answer to all her problems, it 


ends sadly, but not because “S" is 
deported. In August 1942, he is 
found to have lung cancer and dies 
less than two months laier. 

HER JEWISHNESS apparently 
played no part whatever in her 
thoughts until she was confronted 
with it by the German occupation. 
What is even more surprising, at 
least to me, is that Zionism played 
no role in her life. This takes some 
explaining. 

Etty’s father, Dr. Levie Hillesum. 
was a teacher of classics and later 
principal at the gymnasium in 
Deventer, the provincial town in the 
east of the Netherlands where Etty 
spent her youth. Dr. Hillesum came 
from a well-known Orthodox fami- 
ly, but he did not give his children a 
Jewish education ora kosher home. 
The name "Deventer,” however, 
was famous in the halutz movement, 
not only in Holland, but also in Ger- 
many and even in Poland, as the 
town was the seat of the Deventer 
Association. 

This organization for pioneer 
training and aliya was led by Ru 
Cohen and his wife Eva and helped 
to send hundreds of pioneers to 
Palestine. In Etty's day, Deventer 
was as small town, and one may as- 
sume that ah the Jewish families 
knew each other and that Etty must 
have been aware of the haluizim. 
Yet her diary contains not a single 
reference to Palestine or Zionism. 


In her diary the occupation and 
the ever-increasing restrictions on 
the Jews form only the background 
for her all-absorbing love of ”S.” 
With his death she seems to lose all 
desire to go on living and to want to 
share the fate or those sent “to the 
East.” 

At Westerbork. Etty accepts a 
modest job as a lypisi for the 
Judenrat and finds much to criticize 
in her fellow workers. More than 
once she remarks in her diary. “I 
am the thinking heart of Wester- 
bork.” Her letters from the camp to 
non-Jewish friends, which were 
published 20 years ago, show keen 
observation, pity for the un- 
derprivileged and contempt for the 
privileged. 

It speaks in her favour that 
though she had several oppor- 
tunities to go .into hiding with non- 
Jewish friends, she refused them all. 
And survivors from Westerbork 
have said that she was a great com- 
fort to many. From her diary one 
suspects that she did not really 
know the underprivileged and 
idealized them, particularly since 
she has much to criticize in the Jews 
she does know. 

When she was deported Etty left 
her diary with a friend, asking that it 
be published if she failed to return. 
Its pages are full of her emotions. 
Her thoughts are at limes profound 
for a woman who is not yet 30 and 
her taste in literature is felt — when 
she goes “to the East,” she wants to 
take with her Rainer Maria Rilke's 
Siundenbuch (Book of Hours), the 
Gospel of Matthew and St. 
Augustine. 

One aspect that seems to appeal 
to present-day readers is her 
wanting to go with those deported. 
Though Jews have been much 
criticized since the Holocaust for 
"going like sheep." Etty's story- 
gains drama because she could have 
escaped and chose not to.

Litton Industries have refused all 
comment on plans for housing the 
Saudis. 

A VICTORY on a different front 
has been won by the local branch of 
the Anti- Defamation League 
(ADL) against the Christian Yellow 
Pages (CYP), a private telephone 
directory which has accepted only 
“born-again" Christians as adver- 
tisers. 

. After four years of litigation, cap- 
ped by a three-day trial, California 


Stale Superior Court Judge James 
P. Natoli ruled that the CYP policy 
violated several civil rights laws. He 
forbade it to require advertisers to 
pledge their faith in Jesus Christ or 
urge ' readers'' to ""buy Christian 
only" and awarded $1,500 in 
damages to two Los "Angeles Jewish 
businessmen who had been barred 
from advertising. 

CYP was started on the West 
Coast in 1971, but its regional edi- 
tions have spread to other parts of 
the country. Its national director 
recently announced plans to expand 
publication to some 90 com- 
munities, including New York, 
Washington and Philadelphia. 

Judge Natoli's ruling applies to all 
present and future CYP editions 
throughout the U.S. 

ACTIVISM of a different kind is 
practised by the JDL, which puts, its 
faith, in the persuasive power of fists 
and guns, rather than courts or city 
councils. 

The JDL is gaining increasing 
financial and emotional support for 
its militant methods among “respec- 


table” Jews, claims its national 
chairman, Irving Rubin, and he 
points to his new headquarters as 
proof of growing stature and 
resources. 

After operating for 10 years out 
of a past office box and a small 
room in the Jewish Fairfax district 
of Los Angeles, the national JDL 
headquarters has moved to a 
fortress-like building in the largely 
gentile Culver City area. 

The building is unidentified in 
front, with entrance in the rear 
secured by a heavy steel-mesh 
fence. Visitors are admitted only- 
after identifying themselves to an 
armed guard manning a telephone. 

Inside are executive offices and 
space for classes in ideology, gun 
safely and use, the martial arts, brief 
street-fighting techniques. 

Funds for rent, rifles, office 
operations and a 520,000 printing 
press come from Jewish business- 
men, Rubin says. He declines to 
identify the contributors, “because 
if we revealed their names they 
would no longer get their awards 
and plaques” from established 
Jewish organizations. 

Not only financial support but 
membership is on the rise 
throughout the U.S.. says Rubin, in 
response to the growing threat of 
the Ku Kiux Klan, the American 
Nazi Party, and the PLO. 

The JDL claims a national 
membership of 23,000, including 
3,000 in Southern California. The 
number of dedicated activists is 
considerably smaller, but, says 
Rubin, "if I called for a major 
demonstration. I could get out 250 
to 500 people within 24 hours."

Weizman to import 
Japanese vehicles

TEL AVIV. — Former Minister of 
Defepce and Transport Ezer 
Weizman is planning to import 
Japanese cars to Israel. 

Last week an agreement was 
signed between the Japanese, 
Daihatsu-fCogyo Company and a 
• company headed by Weizman to 
import the automobiles. Daihatsu, 
which makes 3.9 of al) Japanese 
vehicles cannot compare with 
Toyota, which produced 29.9 per 
cent last year, or Datsun, with 24.6 
per cent. But its production is 
similar to that of Subaru, the only 
Japanese car now being sold in 
Israel. 


According to a statement by 
Weizman, the Daihatsu sold here 
will cost from IS20.000 to IS30,000 
less than similar carson the market. 
Weizman refused to reveal who his 
partners are and what kind of 
automobiles would be imported but 
it is believed that they will be the 


smalt 550cc to I600cc cars, in about 
three weeks the first models will be 
arriving to enable the transport 
ministry examine them. ’ 

According to ministry officials 
this process is a long one and il can 
take months before final approval is 
given. The importer must then 
prove that it has a chain of service 
garages at its disposal with person- 
nel who know how to fix them, as 
well as a sufficient stock of spare 
parts.

Electricity official defends 


coal shipping charges

HAIFA. — Binyamin Grossman, the 
Electric Corporation engineer irf 
charge of the corporation's coal 
handling project, told The Jerusalem 
Post that he can not agree with ship- 
pers who in an interview with The 
Post last week scored as “unaccep- 
table” the overheads of transport 
and unloading, which raised the 
cost of the coal being unloaded in 
Hadera by over 200 per cent. 

Grossman noted that, in view of 
Israel’s distance from the suppliers 
in Australia and South Africa, the 
shipping costs were necessarily high 
and. once the Hadera off-shore un- 
loading pier goes into operation in 
April, the discharging costs would 
be reasonable. The overheads 
would then roughly equal the cost 
of the coal, which he said was 
-quite usual.” The construction of 


the pier was delayed, - by about 
seven months, by a storm. 

Grossman noted -that, while, the 
Electric Corporation originally had 
wanted to have the coal unloaded in 
Haifa port and was forced to accept 
the Hadera off-shore solution, he 
now believed the pier would be the 
better method. It is impossible, he 
said, to use Haifa port facilities oh a 
temporary basis, before opening of 
the Hadera pier, due to be com- 
pleted by the end of 1982. • 

So far nearly 400,000 tons of cpal 
have been stored! at the Hadera 
plant, enough for the next six 
months, and the Corporation -in- 
tends to keep a constant six-months 
supply on hand, though usually a 
three-months supply is considered 
sufficient, because of the great dis- 
tance the coal must travel to Israel.

Dealing with lawbreakers 

THE FARCE at Yaniil reopened yesterday, after all. The local "ac- 
tion committee" condescended, after first refusing, to discuss the sec- 
llers' bleared money demands while holding a gun, not just 
metaphorically, to the government representatives who had come 
down to Yamit in the hope of devising a peaceful way out of the 
seeming impasse. 

Although they are almost completely isolated within their self- 
besieged little “autonomous" fortress of Yamit. these militant settlers 
are still riding high. Their strength, however, derives not from any 
measure t»r support they might enjoy among the population, but from 
the government's aversion la dealing with them as it would with any. 
"normal" group of lawbreakers in the country. 

The main official reason given for this attitude is that the spilling of 
Jewish blood by Jews must be avoided — literally — at any cost. 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon, however, has offered some ad- 
ditional grounds. 

Beating the settlers — as well as the anti-withdrawal squatters, who 
oppose them — down at this early date before ihe final evacuation 
would only play into their hands. Besides, the army, fully' engaged us 
it is up north, cannot spare the men for police functions in the south. 
But at the cabinet session on Sunday Mr. Sharon is reported to have 
allowed another, apparently not insignificant consideration. The 
Americans and the Egyptians, he said, should not think that they'd 
got the balance of Sinai, still under Israel's control, in the bag. 

This. then, is being put forward as Mr. Sharon's justification for his 
failure, as defence minister, to enforce law and order in the territory 
of Yamit — under administration of the military government — at 
the same time that Premier Menachem Begin is assuring Egypt's 
President Hosni Mubarak that Israel would faithfully carry out its 
pledge to withdraw on time to the international frontier. 

The impact of Mr. Sharon's grand strategy at Yamit is likely to be 
vast, not only in financial terms but in terms of respect for authority 
throughout the land. 

Acting on this reasonable assumption, the coalition's executive on' 
Monday decided to endorse an idea already broached by Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu at the cabinet. This calls for a Knesset law fix- 
ing the amount of compensation for the Yamit settlers, on the model 
of the earlier law that made possible the evacuation or the Beduin 
from their Negev habitations to make room for military airfields 
removed from Sinai. 

Appeals against specific awards under the law would go to the 
courts, and would not be allowed through political channels. . 

One objection to this proposal is that it comes a trifle late in the 
day. Another, that it seems to be lacking in the political will needed 
for its enforcement. Bui at least a Yamit Compensation Law would 
free the government from the humiliating necessity of begging the 
settlers to sit down and negotiate what the government itself has dis- 
missed as their farcical demands — less than four months before the 
withdrawal deadline on April 25. 


JVBscarriage of justice 

MILITARY JUSTICE — does it exist in this country? The question 
is not nearly as flippant as it may sound. 

Over four years ago a special state panel headed by Supreme Court 
Justice Meir Shamgar. himself a former judge advocate-general of 
the army, submitted a series of recommendations for the reform of 
the system of military' justice in (his country. In the light of subse- 
quent events, the single most important proposal had to do with 
limiting the chicf-of-slafTs power to diminish sentences imposed on 
soldiers and officers by courts martial. 

Along with the rest of them, this recommendation met with 
resolute opposition from Chief-of-Slaff Rafael Eitan. whose stand in 
the mauer was. if not supported, at leasL not contested by the succes- 
sion of defence ministers who have worked with him during these 
several years. Rav-Aluf Eitan. it turned oul. hud his own ideas about 
military justice, and especially about the quality of military mercy, 
which he was determined to uphold in the face of verdicts by the or- 
dinary military courts. 

One such idea was that soldiers, but especially officers, found 
guilty of killing Arab war-prisoners, or even innocent Arab citizens, 
must be given the benefit of every possible doubt and have their 
prison sentences reduced. Another idea, which has surfaced more 
recently, is that a chief military policeman found to have himself 
broken the law could be demoted in rank, but not given three months 
in jail. 

This latter commutation of the sentence ofTat-Aluf — now Sgan- 
Aliif — Baruch Arbel has been felt by many people to represent the 
iasl straw in the undermining of Israel’s system of military justice by 
the chief-of-staff. 

• Yet the point about the scandalous show of favouritism to a man 
who should have been an example of probity hiimelf.'and whose sen- 
tence should itself have set an example, is that there was nothing 
illegal about it. Rav-Aluf Eitan is fully entitled to take such action. 
He was not required to consult about it with a nyone. nor even to ac- 
count to the public for his reasons. Under the present law. the chief- 
of-stalT in fact serves as a supreme, though wholly unprofessional, 
court of military appeals. 

The lengths to which the law could be carried by an unscrupulous 
chief-of-stafi" were perhaps not apparent in earlier limes, although the 
Shamgar Committee, to its credit, foresaw the dangers. But now that 
ihey arc plain to all. action must not be delayed. An attempt, at least, 
must be made to get the Shamga - Committee recommendations 
enacted. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


M A NEW Soviet documen- 
tary film on the Nazi mas- 
sacre at Babi Yar distorts 
history by virtually ignoring the 
murder of approximately 100.000 
Jews, according to the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B rith. 

The Ukrainian-produced 
documentary was screened recently 
for an audience of diplomats at the 
UN in New- York. Prepared for 
Soviet television, it will also be 
shown throughout Western Europe 
and the U.S. and be entered in film 
festivals. 

According to the ADL, the 
documentary glosses over the 
Jewish victims and rejects the 
Jewish role in the resistance to 
Hitler, concentrating only on 
Ukrainian and Soviet partisan 


fighters. It also includes propaganda 
equating Zionism with Nazism. 

The film also portrays the War- 
saw Ghetto uprising without men- 
tioning the fact that those who 
revolted were Jews. LJJ.

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A DIPLOMATIC 
DEPARTURE? 

The success of Syria’s diplomatic efforts so far against the Golan 
Law may induce Damascus to. support the Saudi 1 peace plan for ' 
want of a credible military option, writes DAVID BERNSTEIN. 
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SYRIA'S PRESIDENT Hafez As- 
sad is showing signs of becoming the 
latest Arab leader to see the virtues 
of diplomacy as an effective 
weapon against Israel, The suc- 
cess he has achieved so far in his 
diplomatic campaign against The 
Golan Law may well even have per- 
suaded him that the strategy behind 
the Saudi eight-point peace plan, 
which he did so much to scuttle at 
last month's Arab Summit in Fez. 
could have something to commend 
it. 

Damascus, once the initial shock 
wore off, has viewed Israel's latest 
move on die Golan with deep suspi- 
cion, as a trip-wire intended to force 
Syria into a military response that 
would provide Israel with a pretext 
for a massive strike against the PLO 
in Southern Lebanon and against 
the Syrian anti-aircraft missiles in 
the eastern Beka'a Valley. 

It has, therefore, carefully refrained 
from doing anything that might be 
interpreted as preparation for some 
form of military response. 

Its deployment along the Golan 
border, according to reports from 
Syria, has remained conspicuously 
unchanged. However, the Syrian 
Army, with its up-to-date, fully 
mobilized’ equipment, would re- 
quire only hours to convert iLs 
posture from one of defence to of-' 
■ fence. 

Damascus reportedly has also 
brought strong pressure to bear on 
the PLO not to do anything that 
might provoke an Israeli attack on 
Southern Lebanon, which would in- 
evitably involve Syria. 

THIS PRESENT prudence does 
not, by any means, signify that Syria 
has come to terms with Israel’s vir- 
tual annexation of the Golan, or 
that it has eschewed the military op- 
tion in its dealings with Israel. 

In the past, Damascus 
demonstrated its preparedness for a 
limited military confrontation with 
Israel, as when it deployed its mis- 


siles in the Beka’a last April. But 
Syria wants the time and place to be 
of its own choosing. An all-out con- 
frontation is unlikely as long as 
Egypt remains out of the fray in the 
south and any support in the east 
from the basically hostile regimes in 
Jordan and Iraq would be, at best, 
minimal, leaving Israel to con- 
centrate its armed might against 
Syria and the PLO in the north. 

Having apparently' rejected the 
military option for the time being. 
Damascus thus had little choice but 
to respond to the challenge of the 
Golan Law diplomatically — with a 
degree of success so far that it could 
hardly have expected. 

Washington's support for last 
week's Syrian-sponsored resolution 
in the UN Security Council, which 
called on Israel to rescind the Golan 
Law, has been seen in Damascus as 
a major coup. And the Syrians have 
openly expressed their approval for 
what they see as the demise of 
Washington's strategic alliance with 
Israel — an alliance which 
Damascus took the lead in 
denouncing as a deadly threat to the 
Arabs. 

Accordingly, Syria h35 
deliberately muffled its anti-U.S. 
hate-campaign in the state- 
controlled media, and is trying its 
best to ensure that Washington 
does not use its veto when the 
Security Council meets next week 
to review Israel’s compliance with 
its earlier call to rescind the Golan 
legislation. 

This has meant patching up rela- 
tions with Washington's major Arab 
ally, Saudi Arabia, which were bad- 
ly damaged when Assad dealt a 
humiliating blow to the Saudi peace 
plan by deciding at the last minute 
not to attend last month's Arab 
Summit in Fez. 

ASSAD, THEREFORE, undertook 
a major fence-mending tour of the 
region this month, starting with a 
visit to Riyadh, where he was warm- 
ly welcomed and, to all ap- 


pearances, made to feel that what 
had happened at Fez has now been 
forgiven and forgotten. 

Saudi Arabia, has served notice, 
however, that it has by no means aban- 
doned its peace plan, whiefy was op- 
posed by Syria and other Arab 
radicals for its purported recogni- 
tion oflsrael’s right to live in peace. 
And there are signs that the Saudis 
■may have tried with some success to 
convince Assad that, despite Israel's " 
action, it would be tactically wise to 
drop his opposition to the plan at 
this point in order to drive home his 
present diplomatic advantage by 
further isolating Israel inter- 
nationally. 

Israel rejected the Saudi plan out 
of hand, seeing it as a recipe for its 
dismemberment in stages — which, 
is, indeed, how the Saudis tried to 
“sell" it to their fellow Arabs at Fez. 

But it was enthusiastically 
received by EEC states as com- 
plementing their own Venice 
Declaration — also rejected by 
Israel because of its call for the in- 
volvement of the PLO in negotia- 
tions and die right of the Palesti- 
nians to self-determination — and a 
promising follow-up to what they 
saw as a moribund Camp David 
process once all of Sinai is restored 
to Egypt next Aprit. 

The Saudi plan was also well 
received in Egypt, which dearly 
hoped for a moderate Arab con- 
sensus that it could itself join 
sometime after next April. 

Washington, too, saw some merit 
in the plan, welcoming in particular 
its call for “the right of the states of 
the region to live in peace" — 
which the U.S., like the EEC and 
Egypt, understood to include Israel. 

GIVEN THEIR present frame of 
mind, the Syrians may indeed have 
been convinced by the Saudis that 
their plan is thus a major Arab tac- 
tical asset that can and should be 
used to drive further the wedge 
between Israel and its closest allies. 
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The Saudis may also have had 
some success in persuading Iraq, 
which had also opposed the plan, to- 
drop its opposition when Saudi, 
Interior Minister Prince Nayef 
visited Baghdad last week to sign a ' 
treaty finally fixing the border 
between the two countries. The 
agreement had been pending for 
almost 60 years, and Saudi Arabia's 
willingness to sign it now, as well as 
its willingness for the first time to 
openly back Iraq in -its war with . 
Iran, denotes a definite: ameliora- 
tion in relations between the two 
countries. And it is possible’ that -this 
will be reflected- in a shift in 
Baghdad’s position on the Saudi 
plan. - 

Saiidi Arabia has called for an 
early resumption of the .adjourned 
Fez Summit in the light of the cur 


rent crisis. over the' Gol.an. Its ^u^, 
which Riyadh claims: is technically 
an Arab rather than a Saudi^one; 
since it was incorporated into. the 
agenda of the summit,- is di^' t cer|' 
tain to come up for discussion, 
and may, almost paradoxically
